Household  Decoration. 

Npw  tli&t  summer  is  over,  and  so 
much  of  our  pleasure  mpst  be  found 
inside  the  house,  some  observations 
on  interior  decorations  and  home  com¬ 
forts  may  be  in  order.  Frosty  nights 
BUggest  open  fires,  shaded  lamps, 
convenient  tables,  easy  chairs,  enter 
Uining  books,  grooms  that  refine  and 
educate  their  fortunate  possessore. 

All  may  not  enjoy  all  these  luxuries, 
there  are  pecuniary  reasons  whi£h 
forbid  it,  and  some  perhaps  have 
well  furnished  rooms  capable  of  being 
made  pretty  [but  being  “  too  good  to 
use,"  are  kept  on  the  museum  plan, 
for  exhibition  only,  and  have  such  a 
depressing  effect  on  the  beholder  that 
•  he  is  content  only  to  look. 

The  mistake  of  turning  over  to 
grim  state  and  emptiness  the  best 
part  of  a  house,  and  compelling  the 
family,  except  upon  great  and  festive 
occasions,  to  live  in  the  poorer  rooms, 
is  almost  as  disastrous  in  its  results, 
as  a  house  hbld  of  the  Jelly  by  sort. 

Whether  plain  or  elegant,  a  home 
should  be  inviting,  and  consequently 
must  be  lived  in.  If  one  has  but  little 
money  to  spend  upon  decoration  he 
or  she  should  use  it  judiciously.  Let 
there  not  be  specimens  in  every  room 
of  snow  scenes  in  butter  bowls,  flow¬ 
ers  without  shading  on  brass  placques, 
oil  paintings  without  finish  or  per¬ 
spective,  cheap  plush  or  felt  lambre¬ 
quins  with^machine  embroidery,  quan¬ 
tities  of  dried  grasses,  and  a  general 
mivture  of  every  craze  in  fancy  work. 

Rather  use  a  few  pretty  pictures, 
muslin  curtains,  two  or  three  com¬ 
fortable  chairs,  a  few  books  and  a 
shaded  lamp.  The  effect  will  be  far 
better  than  a  room  of  the  crazy  patch- 
work  sort  We  are  so  sensitive  to 
little  things;  an  inviting  room,  a  few 
greet*  leaves  in  winter,  a  cup  of  tea 
from  delicate  china  are  amopg  the 
trifles  wllich  help  to  brighten  fife. 

Township  Committee. 

That  Bloomfield  is  thoroughly  aroused 
in  the  matter  of  improvements  was  evi¬ 
denced  by  the  multiplicity  of  matters  to 
Which  the  attention  of  the  Township  C  om¬ 
mittee  was  directed  last  Monday  night. 

The  Bleomfleld  Improvement  Association 
Is  evidently  the  medium  through  which 
progressive  movements  initiate.  Mr.  J. 

Banks  Reford,  for  that  organization,  laid 
before  the  Committee  the  matter  of  Ff-ee 
Postal  Delivery.  Mr.  Reford  spoke  lof 
the  rapidly  increasing  business  of  the 
Poet  Office,  and  the  growth  of  public  In¬ 
terest  on  the  subject.  He  said  tbe  office 
would  very  shortly  be  in  a  position  to 
legally  apply  for  it.  A  preliminary  step 
towards  it  was  the  naming  of  the  streets 
and  numbering  of  the  houses.  This  was 
a  matter  that  depended  on  the  committee 
Mr.  Reford  preeeiited  resolutions  passed 
by  the  association  requesting  them  to 
take  action  In  the  matter. 

Rev.  H.  W.  Rallantine.represenling  the 
Improvement  Association’s  committee  on 
roads  aiyi  public  grounds  said  that  he 
was  instructed  to  come  before  the  Town- 
slip  Committee,  and  request  that  a 
uniform  grade  map  of  the  streets  of  the 
tj>wn  be  made.  Mr  Ballantine  said  that 
this  was  undoubtedly  the  most  important 
question  before  the  people  of  Bloomfield 
at  this  time.  It  was  necessary  for  two 
purposes,  first,  that  the  streets  cqnforra 
to  a  uniform  grade,  and  second,  that  In 
view  of  a  system  of  sewerage  being  an  ab¬ 
solute  necessity  in  the  near  futurs.streets 
should  be  graded  to  a  level  that  would 
render  its  application  feasible  with  as 
little  expense  as  possible.  Mr.  Ballantine 
argued  the  matter  from  an  economical 
standpoint.  The  adoption  of  a  uniform 
system  he  said  would  eventually  result  in 
a  grant  saving  from  the  faetthat  improve¬ 
ments  made  in  accordance  with  it  would 
have  a  permanency  which  at  present  they 
do  not  possess.  No  property  owner  can 
place  auy  dependence  on  the  grade  of  the 
street  or  sidewalk  In  front  of  his  resi¬ 
dence.  The  alteration  of  one  street 
necessitates  the  alterations  of  all  con¬ 
necting  streets  more  or  lets.  Mr.  Bailee- 
line  inferred  to  the  flagstone  sidewalk 
along  the  east  side  of  the  Park.  Error 
had  beer  made  there,  and  there  was  no 
doubt  but  what  that  walk  would  have  to 
be  taken  up  at  some  future  time.  It  con- 
Uned  the  turfact  water  In  the  Park  and 
rendered  the  walks  that  traversed  It  im¬ 
passable.  lie  said  that  perhaps  the  pres¬ 
ent  Town"  Committee  had  no  power  to 
have  lbejequlred  map  mads.  He  simply 
urged  on  them  to  Insert  the  requisite 
amount  In  the  budget  of  appropriations 
recommended  next  year,  and  also  that 
they  take  measures  to  ascertain  the  pos¬ 
sible  cost  of  the  work.  Mr.  Amzl  Dodd, 
who  accompanied  Mr.  Ballauline,  was 
asked  by  the  committee  to  express  his 
opinion  on  the  subject.  Mr.  Dodd  said 
that  he  was  perfectly  in  accord  with  the 
remarks  of  Mr.  Ballantine.  He  said  that 
tbe  luestion  was  one  that  had  been  fre¬ 
quently  discussed  In  the  town.  The  moet 
essential  preliminary  step  in  his  opinion 
was  to  get  a  correct  estimate  of  the  cost, 
an  estimate  on  which  absolute  depend¬ 
ence  could  be  placed.  It  was  also  of  the 
first  importance  that  if  any  plan  was 
adopted  that  It  should  be  a  very  com  pro- 
heustve  one.  embracing  every  part  of  the 
town.  The  committee  will  make  the  re¬ 
quested  recommendations  to  the  next  an¬ 
nual  meeting,  and  will  endeavor  to  have  , 
the  question  thoroughly  ventilated  there. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Nardiello  again  brought  up 
the  Liberty  street  grievance,  which  Is  one 
of  long  standing.

The  clerk  was  in-  meefc  the  demands  in  every  detail- 
strutted  to  remind  them  of  it. 

Engineer  Relmer  suggested  to  the 
committee  that  they  employ  some  one  to 
keep  the  gutter*  of  the  hillside  streets 
crossing  Ridgewood  avenue  clear.  He 
said  that  the  choking  up  of  there  gutters 
was  a  serious  detriment  to  the  avenue. 

Contractor  Callahan  stated  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  he  had  the  fisJstones  on  the 
ground  for  the  laying  of  a^flag9tone  side¬ 
walk  in  front  of  the  property  of  Mr.  Henry 
Dodd  on  Belleville  avenue.  That  portion 
of  the  avenue  fronting  the  property  in 
question  Las  not  been  put  to  grade.  Mr. 

Dodd  objected,  to  Mr.  Callahan  putting 
down  the  walk  without  first  consulting 
tho  township  engineer.  The  matter  was 
referred  to  Mr.  Relmer  for  adjustment. 

The  extension  of  the  macadamizing  on 
Myrtle  aveu-ie  to  a  point  one  hundred 
feet  west  of  Lawrence  s  brook  was  decided 
on  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  Mr. 

Francis  Law  of  the  firm  of  Ellor,  Law 
&  Smith.  This  extension  will  bring  the 
macadum  In  front  or  their  factory.  1  he 
question  of  completing  the  whole  street 
was  discussed.  It  was  stated  that  Mr. 

Law,  who  owned  property  on  the  west  end 
of  the  street,  did  not  want  it  done  until 
such  time  as  a  decent  job  could  be  made 
of  1L  The  property  owners  wanted  it 
done  from  curb  to  curb,  and  a  greater 
depth  of  stone  put  on  it.  They  did  not 
desire  a  half  stone  and  half  mud  mixture. 

The  electric  light  committee  reported 
progress.  Mr.  H.  M.  Barrett  said  that 
the  Electric  Light  Company  was  getting 
along  very  nicely  in  the  matter  of  secur¬ 
ing  consent  of  property  owners  for  poles 
in,  the  streots.  He  also  stated  that  tbe 
ntachinery  was  being  purchased  and  other 
necessary  details  of  the  electric  plant 
being  carried  out. 

Incorporation  was  discussed.  The  com¬ 
mittee  favor  the  calling  of  a  public  meet¬ 
ing  in  order  to  learn  just  how  the  -public 
stand  in  this  matter.  Theie  is  a  diversity 
of  opinion.  Ward  representation  is  con¬ 
ceded  as  au  exis&iug  necessity.  The 
bearing  of  the  several  methods  of  incor¬ 
poration  proposed  on  other  branches  of 
public  business  is  irberq^  the  discussion 
lies,  now  that  it  is  wiJely  known  that 
there  are  other  laws  besides  that  of 
1888  under  which  the  town  can  Incor¬ 
porate.  The  vital  point  of  discussion 
lms  shifted  from  for  and  against  incor¬ 
poration  to  the  wisest  method,  the  act 
of  1886  or  that  of  1888.

the  Atlantic  to  lift  Pacific,  and  tliv  first 
across  the  continent  of  South  America. 

It  is  nineteen  years  since  thi*  work  waiy-' 
begun,  and  it  i*  ntra  confidently  expected 
that  it  will  be  linfched  by  the  be^inplng 
of  1892.  The  road  is  to  run  from  Bdeuoe 
Ayres  to  Valparaiso,  a  distance/ 'of  871 
miles.  There  ara  now  640  nijles  of  it 
finished  at  the  Doenos  Artyd  end  and 
eighty -two  at  the  Valparaiso  end.  Of  the 
remaining  149  miles  abopt  one-third  is 
practically  cotnpfie,  tty*  rails  being  laid. 

The  passageof  the  Andes  is  accomplished 
at  the  ( ’timbre  poos,  which  is  13,015  feet 
above  sea  leveL  '  whe  railroad,  however, 
does  not  reach  t^e  summit  of  the  pass 
but  pierces  the  mountains  by  moans  of 
a  tunnel  mote  tjiftu  three  miles  long,  at 
an  elevatigri  of  10,450  feet  altove  the  sea. 

This  make*  it  <-no*>f  the  highest,  if  not 
the  highest,  railvnd  in  the  world.  There 

is  nothing  in  latiftjM-  to  compare  w  itli  it. 

Thyr  St.  Got  1  tarn  railroad  is  3.788  feet 
high,  and  that  <>u  the  Rigi  only  attains 
4n  elevation  of  9K53  feet.  The  grades 
are,  of  course,  prry  steep.  For  a  con¬ 
siderable  di»tanc4 1  he*  rise  is  more  than 
422  feet  to  the  mile,  or  one  foot  in  every 
twelve  and  a  hall  Gn  this  |iortion  of  the 
line  a  rackrail  hi  employed  similar  to 
those  on  the  Hart*  and  other  mountain 
roads. 

One  unfortunate  feature  of  the  road, 
which  will  seriodfily  impair  its  value,  is 
the  diversity  of  gauges  adopted.  The 
different  sectionrf*>f  the  road  have  beeir 
buslt  Ly  different  companies,  and  each 
company  has  its  own  gauge.  Tims  there 
are  640  miles  f  rom  Buenos  Ayres  to  Men¬ 
doza  of  5  feet  0  inches  gauge,  the  eighty- 
two  miles  from  Valparaiso  to  Santa  Rosa 
are  4  feet  84  inches  gauge,  and  the  re¬ 
maining  149  miles  from  Mendoza  tO 
Santa  Rosa  aro  being  laid  in  the  narrow- 
gauge  of  one  metre.  Thus,  even  when 
the  road  is  finished,  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  run  a  train  thsmgh  from  end  to  end. 

The  seriousness  df  the  defect  is  now  ap¬ 
preciated,  however,  and  it  is  probable 
that  steps  will  be  taken  to  make/  the 
gauge  uniform.  I  ' 

Tho  ojteniug  of  the  trausandean  rail¬ 
road  will  do  aw»y  with  a  great  deal  of 
the  navigation  ajuund  Cape  Horn, which 
has  been  the  only  means  of  commerce 
between  the  custend  west  coasts  of  South 
America.  It  will  also,  of  coprse,  prove 
of  enormous  be  nit  in  other  ways  to  both 
Chili  and  the  River  Plate  countries. 

Especially  it  wiljlgi  ve  the  coal  and  [cop¬ 
per  and  other  products  of  the  minds  of 
Chili  a  splendid  fiiarket  in  the  Argentine 
Republic;  and  it  will  allow  the  produce 
of  the  fertile  farms  in  tiie  latter  country 
to  have  better  access  to  the  poorly  sup¬ 
plied  markets  of  the  Pacific  coast.  And 
the  productivendps  of  the  land  in  the  val¬ 
ley  of  the  River  Plate  seems  to  have  no 
limit.  The  soil  Ireatly  resembles  that  of 
the  richest  wheat  distriets  of  South  Da¬ 
kota,  and  in  places  that  of  the  Nile  delta. 

There  are  hundreds  of  miles  of  tho  rich¬ 
est  black  loam,  fifteen  or  twenty  feet 
deep.  There  are  thousands  of  acres 
around  Montevideo  and  Buenos*  Ayres 
that  have  been  finder  constant  cultiva¬ 
tion  for  200  yeajfi;  in  all  that  time  no  ar¬ 
tificial  fertilizer  kas  been  applied  to  the 
soil,  yet  (there  is  no  perceptible  failing  in 
its  crop  producing1  powers.  There  are 
nearly  a  thousand  million  acres  of  such 
land. 

The  climate,  too,  is  most  favorable. 

There  is  scarcely  a  week  in  tho  year  in  ■ 
which  outdoor  ftork  cannot  be  done  on 
the  farms.  Blia&rds  are  unknown,  and 
even  the  bitter* cold  of  the  middle  At¬ 
lantic  states  is  uot  experienced  here.  In 
summer  the  boat  is  great,  but  does  uot 
surpass  that  of  New  England.  The  only 
defects  of  the  climate  are  the  irregulari¬ 
ties  of  the  rainfall.  There  are  some¬ 
times  droughts  and  sometimes  floods. 

But  this  evil  is  being  steadily  overcome 
by  systems  of  iirigation  and  by  whole¬ 
sale  tree  planting  on  the  open  plains. 

The  Chilians  have  properly  been  nick¬ 
named  the  *’  Yankees  of  South  America.” 

They  do,  indeet^  exhibit  the  character¬ 
istic  Yankee  thrift  and  enterprise.  But 
the  Argentine  Republic  has  of  late  years 
also  become  much  like  the  United  States, 
especially  the  western  states.  The  enor¬ 
mous  immigration,  amounting  to  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  annually,  gives  the 
people  the  same  cosmopolitan  character! 

The  vast  plains^devoted  to  wheat  grow¬ 
ing  and  to  cattle  raising,  remind  one 
greatly  of  the  prairies  and  plains  of  the 
United  States.  The  opening  of  direct 
railroad  commence  between  the  east  and 
west  coasts  will  effect  a  practical  com¬ 
mercial  and  industrial  union  between
